What is a college newspaper? is a ques- 
tion that arises often yet no one seems to 
know exactly the right answer. 

Some feel that it ts 4 social organ of the 
Students, reporting all their activity and the 
incidental campus events such as lectures. 
Still others feel that it is a miniature com- 
mercial newspaper. 

In a society such- as ours, it is our feel- 
ing that the college newspaper should be 
more than a social calendar for the campus. 
While publishing some news of the social 
activity, it should deyote itself to mone se- 
TIOUS News. 

The college newspaper, like the great 
metropolitan newspapers, should be the re- 
corder of the college community’s eyents, 
both social and intellectual. wt should be the 


experiment in democracy for the student 
who is experimenting with knowledge. Like 
its big brother, it should also be the watch- 
dog for the student, guarding against any 
abuses. It should be a critic. 

While serving in this capacity the col- 
lege newspaper must always maintain fac- 
tual and unbiased reporting and comment. 

As long as the college newspaper can 
maintain this responsibility, jt should pro- 
eeed unhindered both in editorial content 
and in financial matters, Restriction in 
either aspect can prove to be detrimental 
and hinder its effectiveness. 

If the college newspaper, under the in- 
Stitution’s sponsorship, is obstructed in per- 
forming these important functions, then it 
should end its affiliation.
